good deal of wrangling over the proposed 
amendments 
by 


the assembly. 
The organization forces 
won their point in 


favor of the district advisory 
vote on the choice of Uuited 


States senator, instead of taking the popular vote of the en- 
tire state. 
The popular vote plan was in force in Oregon, 


and the result is a democratic 
senator representing 
a strong 


republican state inthe upper branch of the national 
legis- 


lature. 
Under the district advisory plan this 
outcome is 


hardly possible. 
The legislators are not bound 
to vote for 


the popular choice of the voters in their respective 
district. 


They have the option ofeither voting for the district choice, 
or the candidate 
carrying 
the largest 
number 
of districts. 


This allows the representatives 
some 
discretion, 
and also 


tends to strengthen 
the party spirit, whereas 
the popular 


vote method would have the tendency 
to break 
down party- 


ism. 
At any rate the "republican majority in the legislature 


has redeemed the promise of the party platform, 
and given 


the people an opportunity 
to choose 
their own candidates 


for all state, 
county 
and municipal offices by direct 
vote. 


The evils ofbossisrn and pre-arranged 
slate, and 
wholesale 


trading of votes, as exemplified in the convention 
system, 


are abolished, at least that is the hope held out by the 
re- 


formersi 
Conventions will still be held, but only for the 


purpose ofannounciug 
party policies, and to select managing 


committees. 
Altogether, 
the republican 
majority in 
the 


legislature is deserving of great 
credit 
for the 
manner 
in 


which the primary law has been enacted, in the face ofmuch 
opposition and adverse criticism. Itmay not prove in actual 
results all that its devotees may claim for it, stillit will do 
away, for the time being 
at least, 
with the professional 


political wirepullers and manipulates of party conventions.

The problem of planting alum inum 
with some m etal resisting corrosion 
is alalmed to have been solved at last. 
The planting 
bath used in the new 
process is a so lution of the metal to 
be employed in alcohol, and excellent 
resolte have been obtained with gold, 
copper and nickel, although silver 
and lead proved unsuitable. 
The r e ­ 
sults with ziuo and platinum have 
been indifferent. 
A current of 2)4 to 
3 volts is need, and the aluminum 
to 
be plated is first connected to the 
anode to rem ove the oxide, the c o n ­ 
nections being then reversed. 
O xide 
does not form again, a clean surface 
being obtained 
that 
satisfactorily 
takes the p la tin g metal deposit. 


That 
the 
elaborate care usually 
taken In p la u tiu g fruit trees is 
a 
waste of lab o r is indicated by th e 
last report of the Woburn E xperi- 
medtal F ru it 
Farm in Englaud. 
I t 
is commonly thought necessary 
to 
prepare a large, shallow hole, sp rea d ­ 
ing out the roots in nil directions 
and nrianging them near the surface 
with a slight upward turn a t the 
ends, and th e n sifting in the soil 
with many precautions. 
This method 
of plantiug was tried, with that of 
crowding the roots into small holes 
and ram m ing down the earth. 
T he 
experiments were made not only a t 
Woburn, but at Uarpeuden, 
Bedford 
and otbe" niaces, and 51) per cent of 
the sets showed in favor of ram m ing, 
27 por cent showed no difference, an d 
only H per cen t were against r a m ­ 
ming. 
The now 
method 
of ideutitying 
criminals of Prof. Tamassia consists 
in preserving 
photographs 
of 
th e 
veins on the 
back of both hands. 
These show 
a striking diversity 
in 
the two h an d s; hut more im portant 
aro t lio differences in tho hands of 
different persons, and tlieso give un- 
altornhle evidence ot the identity 
of 
a criminal urrested at different tim es. 
The hands being so much larger, it is 
far easier to trace slight pecu liari­ 
ties of the lin e s than in the m in u te 
prints of finger tips. 
Science lias 
effected no more r e ­ 
markable saving of waste than in th e 
revolution begun 
in the ancient i n ­ 
dustry of pearl fishing. 
Only a very 
small part ot th e oysters iiave pearls, 
but in Ceylon, th e chief conter of th e 
industry, it has been the custom 
to 
place all oysters taken in a pile to 
decay, when 
th e pearls are washed 
out. 
I d this way there is enorm ous 
destruction of oysters at the tim e 
worthless, m any of which would p ro ­ 
duce pearls 
if kept 
alive 
loDger, 
while there is th e further great loss 
of seed-pearls that, are not perm itted 
to grow to a u seful size. Radiographs 
exhibited by D r. Raphael Dubois in 
19U1 and 1906 showed pearls in th e ir 
natural 
position 
in 
fresh-watei 
mussels and m a rin e oysters, and, see­ 
ing these, Jo h n Salomon, an A m eri­ 
can eieotrioal 
engineer, decided 
to 
study pearl c u ltu r e and the practical 
use of X-rays as suggested. 
Going to 
Ceylon after a tim e, be built a bouse 
ou the deserted island of lpaution, in 
an immense 
buy. 
Here the Ushers 
bring their oysters, which are placed 
in troughs coD taiuiug 100 esoh, and 
in the X-ray room photographs of as 
many as 60 tro u g h s ate made in a 
minute. 
The good pearls shown in 
the pictures 
are removed at ouce. 
The oysters having no pearls are p u t 
back unharm ed into the sen, aud th e 
shells co n tain in g seed 
pearls 
are 
placed in a m arked area of the bay 
called the n u rsery , where the pearls 
will be giveu tim e for growth. 
The “ pboto-electrio cell” is a form 
of dry battery th a t lepreseuts a re- 
ceut interesting 
development, as it 
becomes active only when exposed to 
light, 
it consists of a glass tube, 
with the 
air exhausted to a 
high 
vacuum, in w hich one electrode is a 
strip of p la tin u m and the other is an 
amalgam of 
potassium aud sodium. 
Exposiug the amalgam to n strong 
light causes u c u rre n t to fiow from 
the platinum s trip to the aumlgum 
through thu vacuum tube. 
Looking out of the wiudows is the 
cause found fo r cur sickness by an 
American 
p hysician. 
Near 
objects 
Hit by rapidly, those a little turthur 
away move m ore slowly, those very 
tar off uro alm ost stationary, and the 
whole landscape appears to he r e ­ 
volving around 
u common conter. 
The uucousoious effort to tuke in 
everything produces a rapid lateral 
oscilluHou of th e eyeballs, easily seen 
in thu passengers ou u"y truiu. 
The 


eye strain is enorm ous, and this is 
the chief factor 
in producing 
car 
sickness. 
The novel Hie b elt of « Hamburg 
inventor is a hollow belt of rubber, 
514 inches In diam eter, to the upper 
surface of which is fastened a small 
metnlllo cylinder filled With liquid 
carbon dioxide. 
T he ends are flat 
plates that can be quickly end easily 
hooked together beneath the arms. 
When a tap is tu rn e d , the liquefied 
gas escapes and in sta n tly volatilizes, 
inflating the 
belt 
to 
ita 
fullest,

VAGARIES OF WEIGHT. 


How Can a Pound of Food Make One 
Threo Pounds H seviert 
H ere are two personal experiences 
of my own that are equally striking. 
After having put on rather too much 
weight, prolmbly through excess and 
filler mistakes of food and drink, I 
played a severe tennis m atch and lost 
seven pounds in weight. 
Then I took 
a glass of wine n«rl at ouce by this 
put on two pounds. 
Then I took a 
Dienl slightly larger than usual and 
put on another two and a half pounds, 
though the meal itself weighed only 
one pound. 
On another occasion when I had 
fasted for a day or two and had natu­ 
rally lost two or three pounds a day 
I ate a meal weighing about one pound 
and went up In weight not one pound, 
but three pounds. 
IIow can only one pound in food 
add three pounds iu weight? 
How, in the ease of other people, 
can three pounds—a day’s food and 
drink—add nothing at nil? 
In my own case one principle ap­ 
pears, and this is that m y nature is 
at any rate rapid in getting toward the 
normal, but comparatively slow In get­ 
ting far below or far above the nor­ 
mal. 
A not uncommon but very striking 
phenomenon is that of tire shampooer 
in a Turkish bath in London. 
He finds 
th a t after his day’s work, which in­ 
volves 
copious sweating 
and 
hard 
physical exercise and scarcely any­ 
thing to eat or drink, he goes up in 
w eight some two or three pounds mere­ 
ly by resting—Eustace Miles iu Metro­ 
politan Magazine.

JU M PIN G A S S E S S M E N T S . 


Under the plea of securing uniformity in assessment 
values, the state board of equalization is taking steps, backed 
by a special appropriation of the legislature for that purpose, 
to readjust the valuation of property throughout the state. 
T he object is said tobe to secure an assessed valuation of about 
sixty per cent of the actual valuation in all counties of the state. 
If this scheme is carried out there will be another arbitrary 
raise in property values iu uearly every county. 
T he true 
inwardness of this proposition is that the demand for revenue 
for state purposes is increasing by leaps and bounds, not­ 
withstanding the liberal pruning of legislative appropriations 
by the governor. 
There are two ways of m eeting this in­ 
crease of expense, both of which meau one and the same 
thing to the taxpayers. 
One is to raise the tax rate for state 
purposes; the other is to stuff the assessment valuations 
under the cry that there is too much leeway between the as­ 
sessed and real value of property. 
Naturally the state ad­ 
ministration shrin k from the first-uamed method. 
It would 
smack too m uch of the nature of extravagance in comparison 
with other administrations. 
So the plan of sw ellin g the as­ 
sessment roll seem s the most feasible way to m ake the re­ 
venue meet the expenditures. 
There may be another secondary motive in this plan. 
Another constitutional amendment is to be subm itted to 
the voters next year, similar to the one voted down at the 
last 
election. 
It proposes 
to separate state and county 
taxation, 
T he scheme to raise assessment values will have 
a decided tendency to drive voters to favor the proposed 
amendment. 
T here can be no doubt, whichever method 
finally prevails, unless a more economical policy in running 
expenses is adopted in state affairs, the result w ill be the 
same— the extraction of more m oney from the pockets of ta x ­ 
payers to meet the ever-growing expenses of government. 
T he most desirable commission ju st now, is one to probe in­ 
to the governmental expenditures, with the object of lopping 
off expenses wherever practicable. 
And that there exists a 
broad field in this direction there can be little doubt. 


The only important bill affecting the m ining industry 
that slipped through the recent session of the legislature is 
the one introduced by F. M. Rutherford of Nevada county, to 
regulate the hours of labor in m ines. 
It provides, according 
to reports, that eight hours shall constitute a day’s labor in 
m ining onerations. 
W e have not seen the text of the bill, 
but it seems to include, from newspaper comment, not only 
underground workers, but those on the surface as well. 
The 
bill has been approved by the governor, and takes effect sixty 
days after approval. 
It slipped through the 
legislature 
without attracting much attention. 
Now that it has been 
enacted into law, mine owners are considerably concerned 
over the changed condition of affairs. 
In Nevada county the 
eight-hour day has prevailed for underground work for a 
lon g time. 
In this county, and other parts of the state, 


nine hours is the rule. 


T he California legislature adjourned sine die on Wednes­ 
day. 
It has passed a number of commendable laws, and 
very few if any really harmful m easures. 
No scandal has 
attached to the gathering. 
T he session has passed with less 
adverse newspaper criticism than any legislative gathering 
for many years. 
Boodling has not figured, so far as known. 
May-be the graft prosecutions, with all their failings, has 
hud a good deal to do with the improved condition of affairs. 
A nyw ay, the sign s of betterment w ill be hailed with satis­ 
faction throughout the state.
